Known «as Unsatiable : Hunger—

Their Remarkable Luncheons. " 


Several extraordinary instances » of 
people: who. had acquired ’.the “habit : 
of eating hair, glass, dirt, clothing, 
with evident ; enjoyment, - were, -men-> 
tioned by Dr. -W. Fenwick, who: ‘gave 


“an amazing address: at the “Institute © 


of Hygiene © in London’ on ‘“Eccentrj-. 
cities in. Dietary.” ‘Various odd’ ‘de- 
vices, he said, were’ resorted: to in 
former days to. stimulate ‘a flagging 
vappetite, such as the drinking of. spic- 
ed wines, the droppings of coin’ or 
cold metal*dowa the back, or some- 
times a little’ exercise ‘or ‘gentle ‘ulter- 
cation was indulged in between the 
courses to. ‘‘séttle’ the food in the 
stomach.’’ It became the habit at a 
later period to scratch or fondle the 
lobe of the right ear to stimulate the 
flow of gastric juice, as the’nerve 

which supplies this part of the skin 
has a direct connection with the great 
nerve of the stomuch. 

Dr. Fenwick’s, most amazing pas- 
Bage concerned those people who suf- : 
fered from the disease of ‘insatiable 
hunger.” The earliest notice of it, 
he said, was to be found in the Book 
of Genesis, where Pharaoh consulted 
Joseph about gis dream of the fat 
and the lean kine, in which the lean 
kine devoured the fat ones without 
appearing an atom the better for it. 
That exactly described the case of the 

“insatiable hunger” victims. They 
would eat almost anything, yet they 
were always hungry, lean and _ill- 
favored. 

The lecturer gave instances. A girl 
of eight, who ordinarily at table ate 
as much as the seven other members 
of the household put together, one 
day escaped from her keeper in the 
kitchen, where she ate a raw codfish, 
two pounds of kitchen’ candles, and 
several pounds of butter. A boy vic- 
tim, for purposes of medical observa- 


- tions, was allowed twenty-four hours 


of perfect freedom. He devoured 100 
pounds of raw meat in that time, be- 
sides etceteras. A third patient, a 
girl, was placed in a walled garden 
of shrubs, so tired had her parentg 
become of her appetite, but love 
laughs at locksmiths, and before she 
was discovered, she had eaten every 
leaf, all the small twigs, and had 
started knawing a bough. A fourth 
case, a boy, on being shut up, ate all 
his clothes. 

With a patting allusion to a lady 
who escaped into a dairy and ate 29 
unboiled eggs, 6 pounds of-butter and 
6 pounds of bread, and washing it 
down with three pints of milk ard 
two bottles of wine before sleep over- 
came her, Dr. Fenwick passed on to 

“idiosyncrasy of diet.” 

“Many people,” he said, ‘possess 
an extraordinary relish for common 
This often has the curious ef- 
fect of increasing a person's weight. 
One young lady who devoured im- 
Mmense quantities of salt would’ in- 
crease as much as ten pounds in 
weight in twenty-four hours, and was 
frequently unable to wear a dress 
-which was quite loose for her on the. 
previous day. If you can persuade 
these people not to take salt so much 
they get well; if ‘not, they die of 
dropsy. Many girls will devour slate 
pencils, chalk, and vinegar because 
nearly all these have at some time or 
other beautifying properties.” 

Then there were the paper eaters— 
usually children. They would scrape 
paper off the walls to satisfy their 
cravings, put their favorite food was 
newspaper. The effect was the foeni= 
ation of sodden balls o paper on the 
stomach, which result sometimes 
in a pendicitis, consumption of the 
bowels, und other deadly complaints. 
Girl hair-cators were next referred to. 
‘Young girls got into the habit of chew- 
ing wisps of their own hair, or the 
.ends of their “pig-tails’’ while read- 
ing, and the habit sometimes per- 
sisted. In the stomach of one wo- 
man was found a ball of hair four 
pounds in weight. Dressmakers and 
mattress and mat makers were liable 
to eat cotton, string. or whatever else 
they might be working with. -A boy 
employed at muking cocoa-nut mat- 
ting was found to have a large amount 
of fibre in hia stomach. Among var- 
nishers and polishers there were those 
who drank varnish and_ polish in 
large quautities, usually affecting the 
spirituous kind, with the result that 
enormous hard stones were formed 
in, their stomachs. ( 

“A popular way of enjoying straw- 
berries,” continued the lecturer, ‘‘is 
to go out in the garden and eat them 
immediately after a shower. But the 
custom carries with it, the liability 
of euting the eggs of the ‘daddy-long- 
legs,’ wich develop into the lavae 
known as the ‘leather jacket’—a long, 
jointed, creature, with strong jaws, 
that will bite the end of the stich 
with which you prod it out of the 
ground. <A person with'a ‘leather 
jacket’ inside him will never enjoy 

imself.”” 

The varieties in diet are innumer: 
able, and local superstitions, relig- 
ious or otherwise, are responsible for 
the unpleasant habit of eating mud, 
‘clay, dirt, soot, live fish, ete., alter 
a time, become regarded as delicacies 
while occasionally the fashion spreads 
through an entire community as wit 
nessed by the dirt-eating epidemicy 
described by Hunter. Substances, too, 
which ure often taken, in the first 
instance, for amusement, by frequent 
repetition, lead to insatiable desire, 
Tlus, sword-swallowers, knife-eaters, 
glassblowers, and the like not only 
continue their peculiar practice for 
years, but actually get to relish them, 
There is un authentic case of an able. 
bodied seamen who was forced ta 
drink out of a pewter pot because il 
he used a tumbler he never could 
resist the temptation of chewing up 
the glass and swallowing it after.

‘ly child’s play, when: it’ is concerned 
with. the © inexperienced © debtor, but 
there ‘is no-more: wily ‘créature’ than 
the hardened: individual | who © incura 
debts in the hope that he will: be able, 
to:avoid | payment. 

There ‘is a*large number of ' men, in 
this‘ country: who.depend ‘mainly upon 
chasing debtors: fora living: taking: 
the ‘opportunity. of: ‘buying’ thw debts: 
‘from /a ‘tradesman: The-\tradesman 
who has tried in,vain to recover. debts 
due to him,*is~glad'at last .to;sell 
these debts'as ‘a mere fraction of their, 
value, This: isthe professional debt 
‘buyer’s opportunity ‘and he gambles: 
upon the chance: that he. will be able 
to:recover ‘a considerable - amount’ of 
tha money. 

Unfoftunately, while human nature 
remains as at present constituted, the 
law is..bound to be’ too’ hard .upon 
well-meaning debtors and too: lenient 
upon scamps. ‘As our Jaw stands ut 
present a/-man without immovable ‘as- 
sets can set the law at defiance. 

For ‘instance, when u debt-collector 
resorts to the extreme step of: issu-. 
ing a warrant for.the arrest of::the 
culprit, he: must serve it: upon the 
man before sunset during the working 
! days of the week,sand he cannot force 
open thie doors of’ a man’s.-dwelling. 
It- follows therefore, that after sunset 
and on Sundays the debtor can’ walk 
about and snap his fingers under. the 
nose of the man who has u warrant 
in his pocket for the debtor’s arrest.

the debtor should take in“a sufficient 
stock of commodities, so that during 
the day-time he may have every open- 
ing in the house barred. 

Frequently it is the case that some 
of these slippery customers are not so 
well versed in the law as they im- 
agine. Take the case of a man who 
had been chased by the debt-collectors 
for many months. Occasionally they 
had seen him in the streets during the 
day-time, but he had, managed to 
escape by taking to his heels, or by 
the old trick of rushing into a public 
house by one door and out by another. 

One day, however, the man was 
caught, and a warrant served upon 
him. -He made: a ‘very ‘plausible ex- 
cuse of obtaining the money, from a 
friend. The man’ with the warrant 
waited until he was tired outside thy 
door of the house into which the 
debtor went, and then ‘found that he 
had been tricked again. 

This debtor turned out. of is home 
next Sunday ds usual, and coolly 
walked past an officer w ho held a war- 
rant when, to his intense surprise, he 
was arrested immediately.’ The debt- 
or, with all his‘ scheming, was not 
aware of the fact that once having 
been arrested he could be re-arrested 
at ‘any time, even on Sunday. He 
paid for his ignorance by going to 
prison. 

In a large number of cases a coolly 
worded letter to the debtor will affect 
the desired purpose, bringing an early 
remittance; the debtor realizes that 
the matter is now ‘no longer-in the 
hands of a tradesman who has a 
business to look after, but is in tha 
hands of¢a man who intends making 
him pay, even through the hose. Us. 
ually in such cases, the debtor sends 
a long-winded letter, explaining the 
delay in inaking payment, and ex- 

ressing surprise that such steps have 
been taken. In ninety-nine cases out 
ofa hundred the excuse is the same— 
a faulty memory.

|VESTED IN RED DEER | . - 


Has Great Scheme’ on'k on Lines of F amous 
area winh British Centres of Industry. 


; (Victoria Colonist) 

Sir William Bull, M.P., for Ham- 
niersmith, England, who ‘was. recent- 
ly ‘inthe city of Victoria in connec- 
tion. with heavy investments, which 
he proposed to make in Red: Deer, 
Alberta, for’ the development of that 
centre along industrial lines, has now 
returned. to England to~ complete 
arrangements for the establishments 
of ‘several industries in» the new 
centre. In addition to that Sir Wil- 
liam has allicd himself. with a Brit- 
ish Columbia trust company, of 
which organization he has agreed to 
become a director, together with Mr. 
W. P. Bull, K.C. of Toronto, in con¢ 
sequence of which action it may be 
taken for granted that. heavy invest- 
ments will also be made in this city 
and on the island. In fact, while no 
definite announcement of policy can 
yet be made, it is stated with some 
authority that it is the intention of 
Sir William to establish another 
Hammersmith on Vancouver Island 
on one ot the new railway lines. 

With the city of Victoria and its 
possibilities for investment Sir Wil- 
liam was greatly impressed, and he- 
fore leaving for home he stated that 
it was his intention to’return here 
again before next winter so that he 
could maké arrangements for invest- 
ing some capital. He has a_ plan, 
which when materialized, will make 
certain portions of Vancouver Island 
pocket additions of industrial Eng- 
land; and while capital will be the 
dominating influence of the move- 
ment, sentiment will also haye a 
place, the place names of the un- 
born towns being taken from. well 
known centres in the old country. In 
Great Britain at the present time 
there is a ring of prominent finan- 
ciers, most of whom are members of 
parliament an1 closely identified with 
one form or another of the leading 
industries of the country, and it is 
understood that they have a scheme 
for re-establishing themselves 
throughout British Columbia within 
the next few years. By the adoption 
of this course it is claimed that not 
only (ill the Pacifie coast get the 
industries but they will also get, the 
population as ‘an integral part of the 
scheme is to draft a large number of 
ay experienced employees out here 
awaso./ 


SIR WILLIAM AT HEAD. 

Sir William Bull himself is believed 
to be at the head of the movement. 
He is understood to have stated that 
within the ensuing twelve months the 
firm of which he is ead will have 


running ieoas from mortgages and 
other sources, the major portion. of 
which he intends investing on -Van- 
couver Island. A’ considerable pro- 
portion of ‘that. sum was intendef for 
investment: in’ India ‘and ‘Australia, 
the’ colonies with which, until recent- 
something ° like’. one million ‘dollars 
ly, ‘Sir’ William was most familiar, 
but on his‘ recent: visit he was’. ‘so 
much impressed with the superior 
opportunities of this country that ‘he 
has. decided: to divert as much of it 
as. possible. .®\ore than that, several |\ 
of his friends who were on the eve of 
leaving. London for Australia in 
quest. of investment fields, -have re- 
ceived notice. from Sir William’ to 


.remain at home until he arrives so 


that he may be able to give them 
the benefit of his expcrienees ‘in Wes- 
tern: Canada. Fearing that they 
might. leave before he could. reach 
home Sir‘William took the precaut- 


‘jon to cable them and they are now 


awaiting his. arrival. 

It may not be gencrally known that 
Sir William. Bull is one of the indus- 
‘trial kings of Grea: Britain. He is 
very largely interested in a series of 
foundries, cement works and other 
industries. 

INVESTS MILLION ON PRAIRIE. 

The object of Sir William’s visit 
to Canada was to look over the situ- 
ation in Red Deer, Alberta, where he 
was informed everything pointed to 
that location becoming the — great 
distributing centre of the nortHwest. 
As a result of his inspection of th 
ground Sir William has decided to 
Zo ahead withshis investments, which 
it ig estimated will amount to al- 
most a million dollars, and he has 
gone back to London to make ar- 
rangements for the release of the 
moncy. Among the industries he will 
establish there is a foundry, and it 
is probable that a number of . the 
most experienced men in this inter- 
esting craft will migrate to associate 
themselves with the firm in the new 
place. He has purchased large tracts 
of land, and i: goes without saying 
that in a very few years his holdings 
will be the most valuable in the 
city. Red Deer was selected for thi: 
first investment of the eapital hv 
controls because it appeared to the 
experts he employed as occupying a 
strategic position in relation to the 
shipping of the wheat of the north- 
west to the Pacifie coast. It is lo- 
cated in a suitable position for the 
handling of grain, and it is claimed 
that from there to the coast the 
grade is easier than by any other 
route.

Railway and the’ Grand 
Trunk. .Pacific. Railway will, both’ be 
completed. from: the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and’ the Government road 
from the Prairie Provinces to °a 
port.on Hudson Bay will be in oper- 
ation. 

Thus within two or three years 
instead of one'outlet towards. the 
east, * as,,.at present, the’ Western 
Provinces’ will have four great -rail- 
ways hauling their produce to East- 
ern Canada and the Atlantic  sea- 
ports. . The Canadian Pacific Railway 
cannot handle the business alone ‘but 
tke inauguration of the Grand 
Trunk. Pacific and the Canadian 
services to the St. ‘Lawrence and the 
Atlantic seaports will definitely alter 
the -whole transportation situation. 
In .addition there will be the Hud- 
son Bay line with its) remarkably 
short haul to tidal water. 

Moreover, the double-tracking of 
the Canadian Pacific and the com- 
pletion of the Canadian Northern 
and Grand Trunk Pacific to the Paci- 
fie Ocean will coincide with the 
opening of. the Panama Canal. Great’ 
elevators will spring up at the west- 
ern tidal terminals of these lines 
and a mighty stream of grain and 
flour will pour over the Rockies from 
the Peace River Valley, Alberta and 
Westein Saskatchewan to the sea 
coast, down the coast to Ccntral 
America and through the canal to 
Europe. ; 

Tor years thereafter it will be a 
question of the West being able to 
grow large cnough crops to keep the 
railways busy. The prairie country 
will grow and develop marvellously 
but instead of having one spout as it 
has to-day it will then possess seven 
spouts and th2 one o!d spout will be 
doubled in size.

These 
in turn will give the farmers an ex- 
tensive and convenient home mar- 
ket. Altogether, therefore, it is clear 
that the major grievances about 
which the Western country now com- 
Plain are about to disappear and 
dissolve into thin air. That is one 
reason why a hard-set. Liberal press 
makes the most of these troubles 
while they last. Nor must we be- | 
grudge these beaten and diseredited 
journals this poor consolation. Time, 
the railways and the Panama canal 
are against them.
